During the 60s, and the 
height of student activism 
Fonda explained, you could 


drop out of school, ther go 
back and be quite confident 
that you could get a job. Now, 
no one can afford to miss 
schoci for a while. According 
to Fonda, even if you “hang in 
there” and get straight A’s, the 
likelihood of getting a job that 
provides the salary and stimu 
lation you want is simply too 
hard 

Secondly, Fonda explain. 
ed, the issues and how they 
related to young people were 
much clearer during the '60s. 
There was a war and blacks 
were demanding the night to 
vote. While awareness is clear 
today on the nuclear issue and 
on investments in South Afnca, 
Fonda added, students do not 
begin to feel the general issues 
of the economy until they get 
out of school and even then it is 
not clear how the issues affect 
their lives.

More students have applied for 
hnancial aid this year than any other, 
Shikasho explained. Because of the 
demand for student financial aid, 
banks are having problems process 
ing loan papers. Usually when a 
student fills out a loan form it takes 
between two and two and a half 
months to process. Because of the 
backlog it's taking six to seven

Grievance Problems Alter CSUS Image

A study of the faculty grievance problem at CSUS 
drastically alters the image of a tranquil, cerebral 
acadertia where scholars and admimstrators quietly go 
about the business of education 

According to administration figures, 108 grievances 
have been filed at CSUS since the 1976-77 academic 
year. By far the iargest single category :s promotion 
grievances, which total 63 over the same period. The 
annual number range from a low of eight in 1976-77 to a 
high of 29 in 1980-81. Although Vice President of Faculty 
and Statt Affairs Earline Ames has said there was “quite a 
drop” in the number of grievarces filed this year, 16 have 


already been filed ia the first half of the 1981-82 academi 
year 

Grievants have wona majority of the 1O8 cases 
obtaining a favorable decision in at least 51, while 
receiving a negative judgement in at least 26. However 
the trend in formal settlements over the past tw 
appears to be going against grievants. Since the 1980-8] 
academic year, 1] of 17 completed formal cass have been 
decided against the gnevant

Issues of Power, 


Control Clarified 


Editor, Hornet. 

A recent front page ticle in the 
Hornet deals with a grievance 
brought by some members of the 
faculty of the Division of the Social 
Work. The allegation is that faculty 
voting nghis have been abridged by 
an act of the division chaw in the 
delay of a referendum. 

We are not writing this letter to 
argue for or against the grievance 
That matter will be handled by 
appropnate commitiees, Rather, we 
are writing this letter to clanfy the 
issues of power and control that 
underly the action. 

The School or Division of Social 
Work has been divided into two 
groups. One group is usually able to 
muster a narrow majority of one or 
two votes in most faculty electicns. 
This coalition, therefore, has tradi 
tionally been able to to maintain a 
great deal of control over the opera- 
tion of the social work program 
They have kept the Social Work 
Division in a perpetual posture of 
confrontation with all levels of the 
administration and on the front 
pages of newspapers. Within the 
division they have never exercised 
the collegiality to incorporate the 
substantial minority into the ir oor. 
tant decision tnaking processes of 
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the school. In short, this majority 
group has been able to disenfran 
chise a considerable number of the 
faculty by exercising their small 
advantage of numbers. This has not 
only polarized us politically but 
racially, as well 

Much to the chagrin 0: this bare 
majority the choice the new 
Acting Dean of the School of Human 
Services, although re¢ ommended by 
the Dean's Selection Committee 
was not their first choice. Further 
more, the Division Chair was also 
not a member of their cabal. There 
fore, any issue, no matter how 
trivial, provided it attacked the 
Chair, Dean and/or administration, 
was grist for momentous action. The 
so-called issues are “Trojan Horses,” 
to use Stockman’s terminology. The 
real issue is the compulsive need to 
control that is perpetually demon 
strated by the most prominent of the 
gnevants. |' is that issue that is the

Women Protest Exploitation 
In Sexist Ad Techniques 


Over a half a century ago, two newspaper publishers, 
Wilham Randolph Hearst and Joseph Pulitzer, engaged in 
a mutual journalistic battle of sensationalism coming the 
term “yellow journahsm.” In recent years, widespread 
attention has focused upon the roles of women in 
advertisements; the disparaging sexsational findings gave 
nse to a new American institution: “yellow advertising’ 
—an all-encompassing practice of exploiting, maripulat 
ing and degrading women. its trend toward inc reasingly 
more blatant eroticism and sublimunal sex in advertise 
ments, 1s well-dlustrated by actress Jaclyn Smith's 
declaration, “Part of being a woman is knowing when not 
to be too much of a lady ; 

Ady ertising is the dissemination of sales messages 
through purchased space, time, or other media to id tify, 
inform or persuade. But identification, information and 
persuasion don't include the exploitation, lurid melodre 
matics and misapplication of motivation. of sexist 
advertising 

lhe use of erotic or sexual appeals in advertisements is 
hardly new. What is new is the intensity of such appeals, 
and the increasing number and variety of products being 
marketed with sexual overtones. They range trom house 
paint to razor blades. Pittsburg Paints promises “not to 
hurt your reputation,” while an Atra Razor fan claims “I 
got stroked this morning,” as he smiles at his well 
endowed, blonde, female sink-maie 

One only needs to look at any magazine to see this 
increasingly common advertising te¢ hnique, A tequila 
manufacturer insists that “tonight's the mght so ship into a

same time, a German beer company declares “you'll never

forget your first girl.” Where is the tie-in with the product? 
How are such slogans applicable to alcohol? 

lhe exploitative end of this continuum is represented in 
such advertisements since the only purpose of the sexism is 
titillation. Such tactics aim at sublyminal human values 
compelling consumers to buy through manipulation 
Women's bodies are used in ads ranging trom insurance to 
motor oil to tease consumers and hence, evoke a response 

a purchase 

The increased participation of women in the labor 
force, equal rights amendments and a heightened 
iwareness of women s ontribution to sox lety are leading 
marketerstore examine sexist advertising tec hniques

change in their advertising. The woman 1s still shown in 
tradition-bound roles of housewie and seductress while 
she expounds the virtues of products solving her 
day-to-day problems. However. today’s women may be 
truly resentful consumers as they see themselves portraved 
by role stereotypes, and could become the. orporate 
gadfly of tomorrow unless these inconsistencies are 
resolved 

At least six recent studies have been reported which

Courtney and Lockeretz of advertisements in general 
audience magazines, reported that only nine percent of the

workers specifically. And the seductress prevailed 

in a more comprehensive study, Venkatesan and 
Losco concluded that the most frequently observed roles 
were women as sex objects, women as physically 
beautiful, and women as dependent on men 

In addition to the content analyses of print advertise. 
ments, Dominick and Rauch examined nearly 1,000 
prime time television commercials and found very sumilar 
results. Women were most often shown as sex objects, or 
in the role of a “seductive housewife.” 

While much of the previous research has dealt with 
the role in which women have been portrayed, other critics 
contend that the image of women. as portrayed in 
commercial advertising, is not only unfair, but unjust. 

A study prepared by the National Advertising Review 
Board reported there are even stronger feelings an the 
subject. It noted that a United Nations report blames 
world-wide advertising for perpetrating the “derogatory 
image of women as sex symbols are as an interior ¢ lass of 
human being Various groups, such as the National 
Organizaiton for Women, have acted to identify and 
protest advertisements or degrading insulting and have 
urged boycotts of the products or services advertised 

Beyond the content analysis studies of advertisements 
and public statements of advocate orgamzations, little 
empincal research has been reported which examines the 
question of how the consumer in general, women

It is understandable that ompanies employing nudity 
yr sexual overtones in their advertisements would be 
reluctant to release sales data measuring results. But it is 
safe to assume, considering the volume of ads bombarding 
the media, that such advertising tec hmiques are effective. It 
Ss appropriate to question whether marketers are making a 
fundamental mistake by emplovix (eroticism in their 
advertisements. Rather than appearing as innovative 
(fashionable?), the use of sex may iltumately produce 
deletenous effects, not only regarding perceptions of the 
firm's advertisements, but even of its products and 
corporate mage Phis ‘ ould prove to be self defeating, 
because consumers may take offense to the ads 
Theretore, the logic surrounding the use of sexist tactics 
should be examined. These adv ertisements are not only 


sroving to be socially offensive, but in em »aloyin

Confidential Service for Drug 
Testing Exists in Menlo Park 


A wornedc parent entered my pharmacy last spring 
holding an item wrapped in aluminum foil. He had found it 
inside his 17-year-old son's car and asked if | could identify 
it. | opened up the foil packet and saw a white powder 
Cocaine was my immediate response but I said it should be 
tested to make sure. 

Very few people know what to do next. If you're a 
concerned parent or the consumer of an ihcit drug wanting 

check what you've purchased, there is a service 

vailable 

For the past decade a confidential drug testing service 
in Menlo Park, Analysis Anonymous (AA), has been 
testing samples of street drugs and providing the sender 
with a qualitative analysis of the drug 

About 50 percent of the samples submitted to AA are 
from California citizens. The lab’s data indicate the 
deception level of local street drugs. AA's data gives an 
accurate picture of the adulterants used to increase the 
profits of street drug sales 

The drugs confiscated by law enforcement officials in 
Sacramento County are turned into the Sacramento Crime 

ab for analysis. The lab is used to learn if there is an 
legal drug present for a conviction. The lab processes do 
not determine if there are other drugs or chemicals 
(adulterants) present that can cause serious problems for 
consumers 

According to AA's research, if someone is selling 
marijuana, there is a goud chance (89 percent) that it 's 
pure marijuana, but there is also a six percent chance that 
is laced with a little something extra. In 35 percent 
of the hashish sampled, no drug was found 

With cocaine and amphetamines, central stimulants 
the problem is more senous 

Ninety-six percent of the cocaine sampled by AA 
contained “some” cocaine. The bad news is that there 

ere also 30 different adulterants found in half of those 
amples 

Some were only sugar “cuts used to decrease the 
amount of cocaine in a sale. Two local anesthetics 
—benzocaine and dibucaine — were found in six percent 
of the samples. These are particularly dangerous and have 
been implicated in deaths of users who injected the 
substances. 

If you spent your money on amphetamines, you 
probably were nipped off. Less than one percent of the 
so-called amphetamines analyzed contained only amphe 
tamines. No amphetamine was found in over 93 percent of 

e samples. The drug instead contained legal stimulants 

uch as caffeine, ephedrine, phenylpropanolamine or 
pseudoephedrine. These ingredients can be found in any 
drug or grocery store and for less money. This may be bad 
news betore finals, but coffee will do just as well 

[here are also potential problems associated with the 
ingestion of hallucinogens ~—-LDS, mescaline and 
psilocybin, Of all the ilhcit drugs, LSD is probably the least 
tampered with, according to AA's lab tests. Since it is sold 
by “hit” rather than by weight, the dealer has nothing to 
gain by adding a foreign substance to the batch 

Some say mescaline produces a “mellower” tnp than 
LSD, so it usually fetches a higher price. It's logical that 
some umcrupulous dealer would try to pass off LSD as 
mescaline. In fact, of the mescaline samples submitted last 
year, 58 percent turned out to be LSD 

Psilocybin is a natural chemical found in mushrooms 


Of last year’s samples, one-third contained no psilocybin, 
while two-thirds contained varying amounts of the drug. It 
is important to note that when testing mushroom samples 
for psilocybin, other natural toxins found in the mush 
rooms which could be harmful, do not show up 

Other drugs of interest are methaqualone (Quaaiudes, 
Parest or as Johnny Carson wouid say — “ludes’’) heroin 
and PCP 

Methaquaione is a legal prescription drug. It was once 
produced by Rorer Pharmaceuticals and had the marking 
‘Rorer 7 l 4 


produced by Lemmon Pharmaceuticals and bears the 


(712 for the half-strength) and is now 


marking “Lemmon 714." Illicit manufacturers have 
successfully copied the genuine product's markings 
greatly enhancing the salability of the counterteit tablets 
regardless of their true contents. Sixty-five percent 
however, of the samples tested did contain methaqulaone, 
although 28 percent of those were adulterated 

Nearly 30 percent of the heroin samples tesied at AA 
contained heroin but tested out more potent than average 
street heroin, which could lead to a petential overdose to 
the user. Another 63 percent was adulterated or contained 
no heroin at all 

Phencyclidine (PCP) is one of the most dangerous of 
the het drugs. It promotes unpredictable, often bizarre 
and violent behavior, especially when used with alcohol. If 
you try to buy PCP and don't know what you're domg 
there's only a 32 percent chance that what you buy will be 
pure PCP 

This information should be used only as a general 
outline, but it does reflect the current market trends. If you 
have a sample that you're not sure about (which should be 
100 percent of the time unless you made it yourself) it 
would be smart to have it tested. It's easy and it's 
anonymous 

To have your drugs analyzed 
1) wrap the equivalent of one dose in 
aluminum toil 
2) place the sample ia an envelope along 
with $15 (cash or money order) to cover 
the cost of analysis 
$) assign the sample a code consisting of 
five random numbers followed by a letter of 
123452

Samples are qualitatively analyzed for approximately

Sorry, the samples are not returned, but it’s a small 


price to pay for peace of mind

According to Southern Oregon State Head Coach 
Steve Humann, the scouting report on the CSUS men's 
basketball team reads, “If you let them get ... top, they 
will stay on top.” Unfortunately, for Humann and his Red 
Raiders squad, those words were an omen for events to 
come Saturday mght in the South Gym. 

The Hornets got on top early, leading by 19 at one 
point in the first half, and stayed there to register a 
surprisingly easy 84-68 win 

Jim Jansen, who led both teams with a season high 23 
points, said the key was “intensity” for the Hornets 
improving their record to 2-7. “We had the intensity — we 
were ready to play tomght,” said the senior postman 

Indeed, by the way the Hornets threw their bodies 
around the court, the adrenalindeinitely appeared to be up 
on the Green and Gold side. Jansen seened especially 
motivated as he led the Hornets in every offensive and 
defensive category — points, field goals (8), free throws 
(7), rebounds (11), assists (5), blocked shots (3) and 
steals (2) 

Ron Chatman was anether Hornet who made Satur. 
day mght miserable for Southern Oregon, which dropped 
to 4-4. The 6-5 Chatman tallied only for points, but he 
garnered | 1 rebounds and harassed the Red Raiders’ 6-9 
center Wayne Marshall into a four-point night 

Chatman also contnbuted a series of five plays midway 
in the first half that helped the Hornets pull away. In a span 
of 1:39, the senior from Fresno blecked two shots 
rebounded two others, and added a tip-in basket to give the 
Hornets an 19-12 lead. Southern ( Jregon never got closer 
than six points the rest of the night 

The Red Raiders did throw a momentary scare into the 
South Gym crowd with a brief comeback in the second 
half. Traihng 63-41 with 10:25 left, the visitors from 
Ashland ran off 12 unanswered points, 10 by 6-6 guard 
Brad Brouchet, in three minutes, Hornet forward John 
Stripe then scored two of his eight second half points on a 
lay-up to break the streak and the backs of the Red 
Raiders

The Red Raiders closed tc within nine in the last three 
minutes, but the Hornets moved the ball around for easy 
shots and finished with their biggest winrung margin of the 
season. 

For Chatman and the rest of this tearnmates, the clock 
wouldn't run fast enough in the closing minutes. “We knew 
they could come back, after what they did to San 
Francisco State last night (losing by 17 points ia the 
second half Friday night, SOSU rallied for a 63-61 
overtime win),”’ said Chatman. “The coaches called a time 
out to get us straightened out (during SOSU's rally). We 
knew that if we let them back in, they would < ome back 
and make it close down to the wire 

Coach Jack Heron feit the difference in the game was 
the Hornets’ free throw shooting, and he was probably 
right. Had the Hornets shot the normal 54 percent from 
the line, the game would have been closer in the late going 
Instead, the Hornets kit 26 of 30 (87 percent) ini iuding 
thew last 12 straight 

The Hornets also shot a hot 52 percent from the field, 
hitting 29 of 56 attempts. Southern Oregon, forced by the 
mobile CSUS defense to take low percentage outside 
shots, finished at 34 percent (25-73) 

Rich Johnson followed Jansen’s top scoring effort with 

14 points, and Rod Jones amassed a season-high 13 points. 
Stripe added 12 points as the Hornets managed their 
highest point output this season 

Brouchet led Southern Oregon with 20 points, 
including 16 in an eight-minute period late in the second 
half. Dennis Brady added 17 points. The Red Raiders 
played without injured 6-8 center Dave Williams, the 
team’s leading scorer with an 18.8 avg 

The Red Raiders had hoped to make CSUS their fourth

With the men’s gymnastics team being eliminated from 
CSUS athletics, Hornet gymnast Andy McCone feels that 
the team hasn't been treated fairly by Athletic Director 
irene Shea 

McCone listed several reasons why he felt the team had 
been treated unfairly; Shea defended her position on 
each issue 

McCone recalled that the women’s gymnastics team 
flew to meets in Arizona and Huntington Beach last year, 
while the men’s team could only take a team bus to a meet 
in Santa Barbara. He questioned the fairness of this 
situation, but Shea explained that the women’s team was 
nationally ranked and received these types of invitations 
because of the strength as a team 

“The host school in Arizona picked up part of the 
expenses for the women's team. The men’s team didn’t 
receive those types of invitations because they weren't as 
strong as the women's team,” said Shea 

McCone also stated that the women’s team has newer 
uniforms and warm-ups and received flowers and new 
socks for every meet, while the men’s tea:

Bui when The City threatens to 
shut down your show, your lif 
Molly says you fight 

Molly's Place is a wooden tavern 
highlighted by mirrors, solt lights 
and tucked inside the China Wagon 
restaurant on Broadway. The wagon 
provides the feast and Molly's pro 
vides the fun, Ask any of Molly's 
patrons and they'll tell you the real

There is general agreement among the administration and 
UPC and CPA representatives that two major causes are 
lack of adequate promotion funds and difficulties in 
umpiementing President Johns’ revamped merit promotion 
system. The lack of funds spawns intense competition, 
and, according the Ames, “It is very difficult to say who is 
more meritorious than others.” Beyond this there seems to 
be little agreement between the administration and teacher 
representatives. 

Kelly and Krebs said part of the blame rests with Johns’ 
administration. They agreed there have been a number of 
presidential decisions which have been viewed by the 
faculty as arbitrary. Kelly went further, saying that whie 
Johns has managed resources well and improved the 
campus’ image, “In terms of personnel management he's a 
disaster. He's not compassionate. Krebs did not fully 
agree with Kelly's assessment but said, “We (teachers) 
need more equality in our dealings with the administra 
tion.” 

Nof true, said Ames. “President Johns is v ery 
compassionate and goes around talking to faculty more 
than any president in the state. He's a very human person 
He goes to (Academic) Senate meetings frequently and 
often has people in his office express their viewpoints.’ 

As an example of what they considered an arbitrary 
decision by Johns which has led to more grievances, Kelly 
and Krebs cited his stance toward equivalency preparation 
for promotion. According to section 4.04.03 of the 
Faculty Manual, any teacher who does not possess a 
doctorate “may be promoted to any rank or grade 
provided that the quality of his/her education, experience 
and service to the univeristy warrants the rank or grade.” 

However, Kelly and Krebs said Johns has virtually

eluninated the equivalency provision by denying numer. 
ous promotions for lack of a doctorate. These promotion 
denials have led to several gnevances. Krebs cited a case 
won by a professor who proved doctorates were not 
common in her field and that she had adequate equivalent 
attainments. 

Kelly reported similar grievances have been filed in the 
government and physical education departments and the 
Division of Social Work. He said another problem with 
relying 00 heavily on doctorates for promotion, besides 
their relative ecarcity in some fields, is that in other 
disciplines like art, music, and physical education they are 
sometimes a “waste of time and unnecessary.” 

Ames acknowledged three such grievances were filed 
last year. In two al those cases the grievants won 
promotion on equivalency grounds after Johns denied 
them promotion because he thought their equivalency 
preparation did not overcome their lack of a doctorate 

Ames said Johns’ policy is consistent with CSU 
trustee policy, but added Johns was taking a harder look at 
equivalency preparation statements than past CSUS 
presidents. She said, “He has worked very hard to raise the 
community's opinion of the university and one part of that 
is having a scholarly faculty.” Peter Shattuck, histor: 
professor and UPC’s CSUS grievance committee chair, 
hsagreed with Ames, saying Johns 1s “substituting his own 
interpretation of trustee policy.” 

Another Johns decision which teacher umon represen 
tatives say could lead to increased faculty unrest is his 
action this year to change the method by which promotion 
won through gnevances are funded. In previous years the 
money for such promotions was taken out of a “gnevance 
That fund 
promotion fund allocation 


fund.” was set aside from the universily s total

Under the new procedure, gnevance promotions will be 
paid for out of each school’s (and ultimately each 
department's) promotion funds for the next promotion 
cycle. According to Krebs, Johns’ new policy will inhibit 
professors from filing grievances and will make potential 
witnesses less willing to testify for a grievant for fear of 
adversely affecting their department's promotion funding 
lor the next cycle 

She said the prime goal of the grievance process is 
equity. “This penalty approach disadvantages the person 
whose nghts were abused.” She cited a current case where 
two individuals who were previously very willing to testify 
for a grievant are now expressing reservations, since the 
money could come out of the department's promotion 
funds next year 

Shattuck vaid, “Current administration policy penal 
izes a department for promotion won grievance. But what 
if the gnevance was filed against the president?” He said 
there have already been cases involving promotions won 
after a professor gneved against the president because he 
demed a promotion previously approved by the depart 
ment Despite the fact that the grievance 
against Johns, the funds for those promotions will be 
subtracted from the departments’ funds next year 

In adopting the new procedure, Johns went against the 
recommendations of a 1980 Ad Hoc Committee on 
Grevance Funding. In a Nov. 25, 1980 report to the 
Academic Senate chair, the committee proposed 
alternative grievance fund sources, including grievance 
admimstration monies salary savings and supply and 
ommuttee said paying for gnevanc:

Perhaps the most comprehensive 
CSUS faculty grievances comes from the 


human judgements, the apphcation of new procedures and 
practices in an ex-post facto manner, unclear and 
contradictory procedures and violation of existing 
equitable procedures were the six main causes of 
grievances at CSUS 

In a recent development which could sharply reduce 
CSUS' gnevance rate, Johns, in a Dec. 8, 1981 memo to 
Academic Senate Chair Alan Wode, said he was taking it 
upon himself not to “engage the grievance process” when 
privileges, rather than rights, were involved. Historically 
CSUS’ executive gnevance committee has not differen 


hateu vetween the two when approving gnevances.

specific amount as a tax deduction. For example, the 
Mansion Inn Hotel and the Quality Sierra Inn claim 
$1,000 in tax deductions for Providing visiting recruits 
with a place to stay. Restaurants such as the Big Yellow 
House and the Fireside provide meals for the recruits. 


According to Clemons, the NCAA and the FWC 


recruiting regulations must be observed. 


“It is my responsibility to see that the rules are followed 
by the Stinger Foundation,” he said. “We can't wine them 


and dine them.” 


According to FWC recruiting regulations, prospects 
who live within 75 miles of campus may receive one meal 
at a maximum cost of $3 on an official visit. Those recruits 
who live beyond 75 miles may receive four meals at a 
maximum cost of $9.50 per meal, and may receive two 


free nights of lodging. 


Besides the meals and lodging, the foundation also 
provides a job placement program for CSUS athletes. The 
foundation maintains a catalog of athletes interested in
